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PILOT AND MECHANIC FREED |. 


OF BLAME, 
THE, INQUEST VERDICT. 
London, June 19. 

Monday’s air disaster:in the 
Channel, resuiting in the death of 
seven’ passengers of the Imperial 
Alrways afr-liner “City of Ottawa” 
and Injuries to the remainder of 
the ocewpants, was the subject of 
a Coroner's Inquest nt Lydd, Kent, 
to-day. an: 

The City of Ottawa was a huge 
Handley-Page machine, equipped 
with’ two engines. An accident 
occurred to one of the engines, 
damaging the plane, and although 
the pilot made n valiant effort to 
reach land, his charge ‘ crashed 
about three miles off Dungenness, 

The pflot gave evidence at the 
Inquest to-day, and expert evidence 
was forthcoming from Croydon 
Acrorome, 

A venlict was recorded that’ the 
vietims met thelr deaths by drown- 
ing, caused by tho accidental fall 
of the “City of Ottawa" into the 
Channel, « uo 2 

The Coroner exonerated the 
pilot and the mechanie from all 
blame, and expressed himself as 
satisfied that the acroplane’ was 


alrworthy when it left Croydon for 
Paris.—Reuter.

In the meantime, the 1926 Strike 
intervened, and the revenues. of 
the Colony suffered a setback 
dropping to °$21,131,682 in 1926 
and $21,344,586 In 1927,

which amounted to $26,726,428 in| 


1924, and $28,266,817 in 1926, has 
dropped to $21,230,242, The w- 
cord set by the revenue returns da 
partly accounted for by.a sum of

000 and-by the end of the year 
£1,385,000 hud been repald, ‘The 
Hongkong and Shanghai Banking 
Corporation .are now the sole 
Jenders. 

All loans fell due for repayment 
at the latter part of 1927 and the 
beginning of 1928, but. owing to 
the financial ‘situation the: pre- 
vailing it was decided not to put 
any undue pressure on the bor- 
rowers, and many loans were re- 
newed on a month-to-month basis. 

It was found necessary. in‘four 
cases to resort to enforcement of 
the security, and no losses were 
sustained in this connexion.
